Commission Finds 
No Legal Guilt for 
Authors of the War

PARIS, March 6. 
HE report of the peace con- 
TT terence commission to deter- 
mine the responsibility of 
the authors of the war, it is un- 
derstood, will be completed to- 
night and presented to an early 
meeting of the Supreme Council. 
Robert Lansing, American Sec- 
retary of State, is chairman of 
the commission. 

The work of none of the peace 
conference commissions has been 
guarded so closely as that of the 
commission on responsibility. 
The commision’s report, it is un- 
derstood, while fixing moral re- 
sponsibility, fails to find legal 
responsibility, because there is no 
precedent or no law governing 
the case, or no court existing to 
try the accused persons if legal 

guilt were found to be evident.

Capt. Spencer, the son of Senator 
and Mrs. Selden P. Spencer of St. 
Louis, is nominally a patient tn Wal- 
ter Reed Hospital here, receiving 
treatment for sinusity—an inflam- 
mation in the forehead that followed 
a spell of influenza when he was at 
Nice on furlough. He is living with 
his parents, but is required to re- 
port at the hospital once a day 
Though his trouble is not regarded 
at the hospital as serious—and he 
looks, indeed, a picture of robust 
health—-he hae no idea when he will 
be free to retuia to St. Louis. 

Tells of H Company Raid. 

Spencer went to France a Lieu- 
tenant and came back arCaptain 
with the French War Cross, awarded 


him for “Remarkable bravery and 
ability in handling a section,” in a 
raid in the Vosges Mountains. He 


told of his experiences in an inter- 
view today. 

Graduated from Yale on June 12, 
1917, he was commissioned two days 
later an ofticer in the old Fifth Mis- 
souri, now the 138th Infantry. It 
was in the Vosges a little more than 
a year later when he got his chance 
at the boche. One company of the 
\38th was selected on that occasion 
to make a raid. Imitation German 
trenches were dug in the rear of the 
American lines and the men prac- 
ticed for three or four days. 

At 5 p. m. on July 6 they were tak- 
en to the front lines; at 7:30 tne bar- 
rage started and an hour later they 
went over. Lieut. William W. Leahy 
was in command of the raiding par- 
ty. Lieut. John Mitchell had charge 
of the “Moppers up” and Lieut. 
Spencer led a section of 25 men who 
were detailed to penetrate 600 yards 
and then 
ean trenches. 

Skirmished With Germans. 

‘We really didn't have much to 
said Spencer. ‘““We reached our 
objective and went a little beyond-—— 
it was chronic with the American 
soldier, in his enthusiasm, to do that. 
One of the sections ran into some 
stiff opposition, but the Germans in 
front of my party didn’t show much 
fight We killed a few with our au- 
tomatic revolvers, destroyed a lot of

toire. In the early days of the war, 
civilians helped the two soldiers, but 
as the German domination became 
weightier they took to the woods. 

They made their home in the for- 
est of Sapogne, in the vicinity of 
Sedan, in a dugout so concealed that 
it was never discovered, although the 
forest, which harbors wild boar and 
other game, was a favorite hunting 
ground for German officers. The 
French stragglers lived on hare and 
other game. One German who ven- 
tured into too close proximity of 
their dugout is buried where he fell. 

They made one attempt to escape 
in 1915, but on the Dutch frontier 
they were shot at by the German 
sentries, and the Sergeant was 
wounded, so the two returned to their 
forest. The severe winter of 1916 
brought them terrible sufferings. 
They were snowed in and almost 
starved. They owe their lives to an 
old Belgian poacher and smuggler, 
who, throughout their adventures, 
helped them with provisions. They 
are now in a French hospital recover- 
ing from the effects of their priva- 
tions.
